land put us into ſtrange tertots and apprehenſions, The 
King at his returne, Decemb. 2. 1641+ complains of theſe 
Jealouſies, Frights, and Alatms, with this profeſsion, 1 an 
ſo farre from repenting of any Att done this Seſſion for the good of thy 
people, that if it were to doe againe I would doe it, and will yet grant 
what elſe ca be juſtly deſired. He concludes with a recommen- 
dation of the bultnefle ef Ireland, and finding the prepara- 
tions for the ſame ſlow, againe on the 14. of Dzcemb. he is 
atheticall in quickning them thereunto. All this notwith- 
Reading the Parliament findes the old faction at Court to 
orow ſtrong, and daily to atcaine to more prevalence with 
the King, which beftdes other cauſes of jealoufie makes 
them lay open the indiſpoſition of the whole State in a plain 
and ſharp Remonftrance, Decemb. rz. with the Remedies 
thereof propoſed. The King as to the buſineſle of Religion 
anſwers, For preſerving of the peace and ſafety of the 
Kingdome from the deſignes of a Popiſh Party, we have and 
will concur with all Ju —_ of our people in a Parlia- 
mentary way. For Ireland wee thanke you for your care 
and cheerfull ingagement for the ſpeedy ſuppreſſion of 
that Rebellion, the glory of God ins the Proteſtant Pro- 
feſſion, the ſafety of the Brittiſh there, our Honour , and 
this Nations ſs mch depending thereupon, &c. Your pro- 
miſe te apply your ſelves to ſmch courſes as may ſupport our 
Royall eftate with honour and plenty at home, and with power 
and reputation abroad , is that which we have ever promiſed 
our Che, both from your loyalties and affe@ions. Here are 
words that ſouud-nothing but grace , and here isa cleare 


teſtimony from the Kings owne mouth , concerning the 
ment of this Nation to this day s Bur notwithſtanding 
theſe promiſesand teftimonies, the King diſcovers daily 
more and more regret for 5trsffords execution, ſticks _ 
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ſer to the counſels of the £n 2 ionand inftead of hear 
kening to his Parliament, he commands a charge of Trea- 
ſon to be framed againſt fix Members, the moſt eminent 
and aCtive in both Houſes. Alſo upon the fourth of Jax, 


the King comes in perſon with a great Traine armed into 


the Houſe,and miftng the five Members there,tels the reſt 
that he muſt have them whereſoever he found them.Here 
was the fatall commencement of the war,for the next day 
the Houſe declares , that they cannot fit in ſafety any lon- 
gerat Weſtminſter, and therefore they adjourne for ſome 
dates, and retire into the City. Decemb. 31. they petition 
fora Guard out of the City, under command of the ms. 
Lord Chamberlamethe Earle of Eſſex , which is deny 

yet with theſe expreſſions : We are ignorant of the grouuds 
of your apprehenſions , but proteſt 4 Almighty God, had 
we any knowledge, or beliefe of the leaſt deſigne in any of vi- 
olence, either formerly, or at this time againſt you , we weuld 
purſue them to condigne puniſhment , with the ſame ſeverity 
and deteſtation as we would the greateſt attempt upon our 
Crowne 3 and we do ingage ſolemnly the word of a King , that 
the ſecurity of everyone of you from violence, is, and ſhall be 
ever as much our cre, as the preſervation of us and our Chil- 
dren. Theſe words were ſweetly tempered, but wonne 
no beliefe, nor could oyer-power contrary actions, where- 
fore the Major, Aldermen,and Common-Councell of Lor- 
don, ſeemgnothing but ſymptomes of war in the Court, 
frame a Petition, praying the King that the Tower of Lox- 
don way be put into the hands of perſons of truſt, that by 
removall of doubtfull and unknowne perſons from about 
Whitehall and Weſtminſter, aknowne and approved guard 
may be appointed for the ſafety of the Parliament, and 
that the accuſed Members may not be reſtrayned or pro- 


ceeded againſt , otherwiſe then according tothe Priviled- 


ges of Parliament. The King grants nothing, but anſwers, 
That hjs reception of ſuch an unuſuall requeſt , is a ſuſſucient

The tumults about 
Whitehall, &c. amounted to no war, are imputed by the 
King to the Rabble, and by us to the Kings Partyzthe Par- 
liamentis acquitted except the fixe Members,and the pro-

King departs from the City, as unſafe, ſeeing plainly it 
could not be overted from the Parliament. Uponthe 20. 
of Jan.the King tendsa Meſlage to the Parliament,to ſtate 
rhe difterences on both ſides, promiſing that when they are 
digeſted into a body, fit to be Judged of,. it ſhall appeare 
uw he will do.

and the Parliaments Cauſe ſtated fully in x9. Propoſitions, 
arediſpatched to the King; the maine things deſired were Re- 
formation in Church- Government, thatpower military and 
civill might be put into confiding hands ; That juſtice of 
Parliament might paſſe upon Del:nquents,, but the Anſwer 
returned 1s, That if theſe things were granted,the King (bou!d remaine 
but the out ſide, but the picture, but tbe igne of a King. This, though 
it was the Trumpet of. war. and the ſound of deftance in ct- 
fe, yetwas not1o owned; for till the King ſajes, He intends 
not to fixe any diſloyall deſigne upin both or eitber Houſe of Parliament, 
he is rather moſt conj.dent of the loyalty, good affeions, and integrity of 
that great bodies good intentions : but the malignity of the deſgne ( he 
{aies) hath proceeded from the ſubtill informations, miſchievous pratiiſes, 
and evill Conncels of ambitious turbulent ſpirits , not without a- 
ſtrong infience upon the very ations of both Hor es. This was the ut- 
moſt charge of Treaſon, that could be then brought againſt 
the Parliament., and the Propoſitions of the Parliament 
treatedlately at. Uxbridge, in Febr. r644.being noother neffce, - 
then theſe of /e, 1642. this inference may: be truly made; 
that the King hath no cauſe to looke upon us now, otherwiſe 


-then as hedid then; and if he have varicd fince from thoſe 


Vows and Aﬀeverations which hemadethen,the blame will 
H:3 not. 
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not remaine on this fide, but on his; ſo that the very calling 
to minde what hath been ſaid by the King, will be now ſuff1- 


cient tor our purpoſe. 


x. Wherefore, as to the taking up of Armes at all againſt {6 
the Parliament, 7#ne 3. 1643, the King in his Declaration to | 
the Frecholders of 7 orkeſbire, renounces any intention of war, 
his words are, To the end this preſent poiture, wherein we meet , ſhould T 


not affright you with the diftempers of the times, we wiſh you to looke into 
the compoſition and conſtitution of our Guard, and you will finde it ſo far 
from the face or fear of war,that it ſerves to ſecure you as well as 5 from it, 
&c.Allo June 16. in his Delaration at Torke,he uſeth theſe words; 
Wee againe, in the preſence of Alusighty G:d our Maker and Redeemer, : 
aſſure the world, we have no more thought of making war againſt our Par- - id 
lzament, then againſt oo owne Children. To the fame purpoſe he 
madeall his Lords figne a teftimoniall with their own hands, 
in affirmance of his profeſsion. Tis true,afterwards when he 
tooke the held with his increaſed Guard,and became the A(- 
ſaylant at Hul, (having alſo poſleſt himſelfe of Newcaſtle) he 
wasdriven to ſave himlelf by diftinRions, for he had not diſ- | 
claymedall war ingenerall, but all invaſive war, and if the ſ 
fiege of Hu! had ſome ſhew of invaſion, yet indeed it was but 
in order to his defence, and this wasa ſubtilty thatal! the 
ſubfigning Lordsand others, it is thought, had not foreſccne 
now. | 
2.Asto the waging war againſt the P arliament, 7#e 16.The 
King diſclaimesall thoughts of war againft. h1s Parliament, 
and in 7«l, after the date of the Earle of Efex his Commil- 
fion, he abhors the like, Deſiring no longer the protection and bleſſing 
of Almighty God upon bimſelfe and bis poſterity, then be and theyſhall ſo- 
lemnly Ferve the Lawes in defence of Parliaments. Alſo on Aug.1 2. 
aftcr He acknowledges that the King and Parliament are like the twins of 
Hy rates,vybich muſt laugh and cry,live and dye together. So this [ | 
guides us to more diftinftions;that the King may defend him- 
ſelfe againſt a Parliament, yet not fight againft it, or he may 
aflaile a Malignant party in Parliament, yet not touch the 
Parliament it ſelfe: Theſe diſtinQions hold good on this fide, 
not on that : but by what diftinQion will the King put a 
ſhort period to this perpetuall Parliament without violence? 
orhow can hedeny it the name of a Parliament without ho- 
ſillicy ?

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As to the ing of War by Papifts. The King gu 4: 
when the Earle of Eflex his Army was in forming,in his Speec 

to the Gentry of Yorkſhire ayers, hat be had taken order that the power 
of the Sword ſhowld nt come into the bands of Papiſts. And Aung. 10. He 
makes ſtrict Proclamation, That all Papiſts preſieming to l:ft themſelves uw 
der bim «« C fficers or Souidiers,thould be pg ed,and a way by Cath was pre- 
ſcribed for diſcrimination of them. Alſo Aug. 291 he King gives Infiruftions 
to bis Commiſſioners for Arrays to diſatm all Papiſis. $& Oob. 27. after 
the battell at Edge-hill the King thinks it worth his excuſe, That 
he had ſome few Popiſh Commanders in his Army, taken in of 
great necel(sity, he concludes thus ; We ſball ncver forget our ſeverall 
Otbes in our ſeverall Declarations, we are too much a Chriſtian to beleeve that 
we can breake thoſe Promiſes and avoid the juſtice of Heaven. Tis true,af- 
terwards a new diſtin&tion came to light, for upon a Petition 


from the Lancaſhire Papiſts, the Kivg did avow, {hat * apiſts were 
by Lary prohibited Armes in time of Peace, not intime of Warre ;, and there- 


fore he did not onely authorize but require them to arme themſelver, ſervants, 
tenints, and uſe the ſame Armes, &c. This diftintion bore date long 

after the war begun, but that was want of invention only. 
4- Asto mataging the Warre by Iriſti Papiſts, be had never be- 
fore named them but with a bleeding heart : His words once were, 
We bope the lamentable condition of Ireland will invite. us to a faire intelli= 
gence and unity, that we may with (ne. heart intend the relieving and reco> 
vering of that unhappy K ingdome, where thoſe barbaronus Rebels praiſe 
fuch inhumane and nnheard if Ottrages upon our miſerable people, that no 
Chriſtian eare. can heare without horour , nor ſtory parallel. At an other 
timethus : We conjure all our Subjefts, by all the bonds of love, duty, or 
obedience that are precious to good men to Joyne with us for recovery of that 
K ingdome. In July, at the Siege of Hull, he conjures both Hon- 
fes as they will anſwer the contrary to Almighty God, to wnite 
their force for recovery of Ireland. . Tn October, from Aynos in his Pro- 
clamation, he excuſes the taking of Clothes and ſome Draught-. 
horſes ſent for Ireland as done of neceſfsity and againſt his - 
will.In December the King anſwers ſome Triſh Proteſtants thus : 
Since the beginning of that monſtroxs Rebellion I have had no greater ſorrow 
then for the bleeding condition of that Kingdome. Nay, ſince the Trea- 
ty at Uxbridge, the King in publike waſhes his hands of all coun- 
tenance given to the Rebels, and turnes the blame upon the Par- 
liament, tliough in private he had beene (as it were) a ſuiter to. 
them for Peace, and ſome afiftance from them by private

5 Asto the granting gf a tolerarion. The King March 9g. 1541» * 
inanſwerto the Parliaments Declaration, uſes thele wards, Un 
faitbfull and zealous affefion to the true Proteſtant Profeſſion, and our, reſo- 
lution is to concurre with our Parliament in any poſſible courſe far the pro- 
pagation of it and ſuppreſrion of Popery. Tn April 1642. he calls God to 
witneſle, with this aſſurance, That be w11l never conſent (upon whatſi- 
ever pretence.) t0.4 toleration of the Popi(h Profeſsion, or abolition of Laws 
now in force againſt Recuſants. Alſo April 25. He. bas no other end but 
to defend the true Proteſtant Profeſsion, &rc. God ſo deale vvith ws, as we conti- 
me in theſe Profeſrions. So in his Speech in the head of his Army, 
Sept- 19. Soinhis Proclamation of pardon to London, Otto- 
ber 29. All the profeſſions we have made m our ſeverall Declarations for 
ſuppreſſion] Popery and maintenance of Religion, the Laws, &c. ſball be as 
zrviolably obſerved by Vs, as we exped a bleſſing from Almighty God, and 
obedience from our Subjefts. Quere then how this Way e confiſtent 
with taking away Statutes in England and Ireland made for ſup- 
prefs1on of P , and that by the Armes of Pape.
